Transcript overlooks vendetta 


MAALOT, Israel (AP) - Israeli jets 


bombed, rocketed and strafed seven refu- 
gee camps and guerrilla bases in south- 
ern Lebanon today, less than 24 hours af- 
ter the Maalot schoolhouse massacre, the 
Lebanese Defense Ministry said. 


There were no immediate reports of 


casualties. 


The latest Middle East violence raised 


fears that Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's efforts to achieve a dise- 
ngagement of Syrian and Israeli forces on 
the Golan Heights front would be set back 
considerably. 


The Lebanese said a total of 36 Israeli 


jets took part in the raids and "were 
forced to flee by our antiaircraft fire." 
The Israeli command reported that its 
jets hit guerrilla positions near Sidon and 
Beirut, but that it was "purely a military 
operation" and refugee camps were not 
deliberately hit. 


Northern Israel was on the alert after 


security forces discovered another band 
of Arab guerrillas slipped across the 
Lebanese border during the night, Radio 
Israel said. All schools were closed to pre- 
vent any repetition of the massacre at 
Maalot on Wednesday, in which 20 Israeli 
schoolchildren were killed. 


Officials said the guerrillas cut the bar- 


bed-wire border fence near Manora, a 
small farm settlement on the western 
edge of the Israeli panhandle that juts up 
between Lebanon and Syria. 


In Beirut, the leader of the guerrilla 


group that claimed responsibility for the 
Maalot massacre vowed to struggle 
against Kissinger's peace mission "until 
the end." 


Nayef Hawatmeh, head of the Popular 


Democratic Front, told a news confer- 
ence that Kissinger was "serving mainly 
Israel and American interests in the 
Middle East. To put it bluntly, we will 


spare no effort to foil the Kissinger mis- 
sion." 


Kissinger flew to Syria from Israel to 


continue his efforts at achieving a dise- 
ngagement pact on the embattled Golan 
Heights front, but there were fears the 
latest escalation of violence in the Middle 
East wouldseverely hinder hismission. 


In Maalot, helicopters li'fted the last as- 


sault troops from the stricken hilltop 
town. Weeping villagers scrubbed blood 
from the schoolhouse floor. A 15year-old 
schoolboy named Yosef pounded his head 
with his fist and cried: "My friends were 
killed." 


It was night. The terrorist tragedy was 


over, and Israel mourned 25 dead —20 
Jewish children massacred in Maalot's 
school; a man, his wife and child mur- 
dered in their home; a soldier killed in the 
attack on the school: and an Arab woman 
shot in an ambush. 


There was grief, too, for the 74 


wounded, most of them children. 


Hours earlier, Israeli troops stormed 


the school where three Arab gunmen, ex- 
plosives hung from their belts, had held 
85 boys and girls hostage since dawn and 
theatened to blow them to pieces unless 
the Israeli government freed 23 impris- 
oned guerrillas. 


"All the children were killed by the ter- 


rorists," a military source said. "It was 
all over in a second. The Arabs started 
shooting the kids immediately after 
Israeli soldiers entered the building." 


The three gunmen died with their vic- 


tims. 


"I fell to the floor and my friends lay on 


topofme/'saidYosefashesatweepingin 
the Maalot clinic. "There was gunfire all 
over. I jumped out a window. But my 
friends were killed."

St. Clair to ask 
for open hearings 


WASHINGTON (AP) -White House 


lawyer James D. St. Clair said today he 
would ask the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee to open its impeachment evidence 
sessions to the public as a result of the 
leak of the transcript of a presidential 
tape. 


"I'm going to ask that these hearings 


•all be made public," said St. Clair, the 
President's chief Watergate lawyer, as 
he entered the hearing room. 


During a closed session Wednesday 


committee members had listened to the 
tape of a Sept. 15, 1972, conversation the 
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President had with H. R. Haldeman and 
John W. Dean III. 


The White House had released on April 


30 an edited transcript of that conversa- 
tion. Published reports appearing today 
showed that the White House version left 
out discussion of possibleadministration 
retaliation against the Washington Post 
for its reporting of Watergate. 


The committee's impeachment staff 


played two White House tapes for mem- 
bers during a four-hour closed session 
Wednesday. Another full day of hearing 
Watergate evidence in closed session was 
scheduled to beginat 10a.m., EOT today. 


One of the tapes played Wednesday was 


that of a Sept. 15,1972, conversation Pres- 
ident Nixon had with former White House 
aide H. R. Haldeman and John W. Dean 
III, then White House counsel. A tran- 
script of that conversation was included 
in the volume released last week by the 
White House. 


Asked to compare the tape with the 


White House transcript, Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., said, "I believe 
thereare differences. But the differences 
are such that I am not clear in my own 
mind that failure to include the material 
was deliberate." 


Rep. Edward Mezvinsky, DIowa, said 


the tape gave "a much clearer picture — 
much more focused on the problem," 


The strongest reactions came from 


Reps. Robert Drinan, DMass., and Je- 
rome R. Waldie, D-Calif., both counted 
among the strongest advocates of im- 
peachment on the committee. 


Drinan described the tape as "much 


more damaging than the White House 
transcripts.... When you hear how they 
have been planning and plotting your 
worst suspicions are aroused." 


Waldie said, "Those concerned with 


shabbiness on the part of the President 
from the edited transcripts would have 
their concern enhanced considerably." 


Committee members also heard rele- 


vant portions of the tape of a June30,1972, 
meeting involving the President, HalGc- 
man and former Atty. Gen John N. Mitch- 
ell. The next day, Mitchell resigned as 
head of the President's re-election com- 
mittee. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Published re- 


ports today said the edited version of a 
White House tape omits comments by 
President Nixon on possible Watergate 
countermoves against The Washington 
Post and lawyer Edward Bennett Wil- 
liams. 


Members of the House Judiciary Com- 


mittee listened in a closed-door session 
Wednesday to the tape in question, a Sept. 
15,1972 conversation involving Nixon, 
former council John W. Dean III and 
former 
White House aide H. R. 


Haldeman. 
The Post said that according to sources 


close to the impeachment inquiry, the 
omitted remarks show Nixon indicated 
his approval of plans to retaliate against 
the newspaper through legal challenges 
licenses of broadcast stations owned by 
The Post. 
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have damnable, damnable problems out 
of this one," Nixon was reported to have 
said. 


The same quote was carried by CBS 


news, which said it had learned a full page 
of presidential conversations 
was 


omitted from White House transcripts re- 
leased two weeks ago. 


CBS said the transcripts show no omis- 


sion or gap in the dialogue to indicate the 
conversation had been deleted. 


Also, a report in The Boston Globe said 


an unedited transcript of the same con- 
versation quoted Nixon as discussing 
strong moves against Williams, who rep- 
resented the Democratic National Com- 
mittee in a suit following the Watergate 
break-in, as well as The Post. 


At the timeof the White House meeting, 


two television stations owned by the Post- 
Newsweek Stations Inc. were about to 
seek renewal of their licenses from the 
Federal Communications Commission. 


The Post's storv sa.'d Niy°n r?rn?rk°^' 


"They have a television station...and 
they're going to have to get it renewed." 
Haldeman reportedly added: "They've 


got a radio station, too." Nixon was 
quoted as replying: "Does that come up 
too?" 


Shortly after that, according to the Post 


account, Nixon said: "And it's going to be 
goddamn active here...Well, the game 
has to be played awfully rough." 


The President was said to have voiced 


the statements after being told by Dean 
that The Washington Post has "got a 
large team that they've assigned to do 
nothing but" investigate Watergate. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler, commenting on The Post story, 
called leaking of information from the 
tape "a total breach of the rules of the 
committee as set forth by the chairman 
and vice chairman in their opening state- 
ment and absolutely contrary to the sug- 
gestion that the House committee was in- 
volved in a fair and disciplined 
proceedings." 


Ziegler said that although he was not 


familiar with discussions relating to the 
newspaper, "The Washington Post has 
not and in reality is not facing any threats 
from the administration." 


The Judiciary Committee obtained its 


tape of the conversation from special Wa- 
tergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. An 
edited version of it was included in the 
White House transcripts submitted to the 
impeachment panel and made public 
April 30 by President Nixon. 


The Globe said the version it obtained 


Wednesday contained far more informa- 
tion about the Williams matter than does 
the public version. 


Judiciary members reportedly heard 


Nixon say of Williams, "I think we are 
going to fix the son of a bitch," and "I 
wouldn't want to be in Edward Bennett 
Williams' position after the election." 


The Globe quoted Haldeman as saying 


in reference to Williams, "That is a guy 
we've got to ruin."

Antibusing 
amendment 
defeated 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Senate has 


defeated by the narrowest possible mar- 
gin an amendment seeking to end busing 
for school desegregation purposes. 


A 47-46 vote Wednesday turned back 


one of the strongest antibusing chal- 
lenges yet —an amendment by Sen. Ed- 
ward J. Gurney, R-FIa., that was 
strongly backed by the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


The proposal would have put such tight 


limits on court busing orders as virtually 
to eliminate them. 


The Senate thus preserved its record of 


rejecting all such antibusing riders in the 
20years since the Supreme Court's school 
desegregation decision. 


The House has voted for them in recent 


years and attached an amendment identi- 
cal to Gurney's to the pending education 
bill when it acted on it in March. 


Thus the issue will be settled this year 


in the Senate-House conference on the 
legislation. 


Busing foes in the Senate also-will get 


other chances before the bill finally is 
passed next Tuesday. 


For example, Republican Whip Robert 


P. Griffin of Michigan has announced he 
will try to substitute the entire House bill 
for the Senate measure in debate starting 
next Monday. 


But the civil rights forces insisted their 


victory was secure. They said that a ma- 
jority of Wednesday's absentees favored 
their position. 


The Gurney proposal was tabled and 


thus killed on a motion made by Sen. Ja- 
cob K. Javits, R-N.Y. 


Supporting this were33 Democrats and 


14 Republicans. Opposed were 20 Demo- 
crats and 26 Republicans. 


The Senate also rejected 55 to 38 an anti- 


busing amendment of Sen. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., D-N.C., to give parents complete 
freedom of choice in selecting a school for 
their children. 


But it adopted 56 to 36 an amendment of 


Sen. Birch Bayh,D-Ind., to place a minor 
limitation on court busing orders. 


Under its terms, busing could not be 


ordered from one school district into an- 
other unless the court found that the dis- 
trict lines were drawn to maintain segre- 
gation or that racial discrimination was 
being practiced.in both districts. 


The Gurney amendment would have 


fixed a policy that school assignments 
should be made on the basis of the neigh- 
borhood school. 


It would have required courts to use 


other remedies before busing and to limit 
all busing to the next closest school to the 
pupil's home. 


It also would have permitted reopening 


of all previously decided busing cases and 
their redetermination on the basis of the 
new limitations. 


Gurney declared the great majority of 


Americans are opposed to forced busing 
and said it "has proved to be a miserable 
and disruptive failure on all counts." 


Nixon explains determination to stay in office 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon says he has given long thought to 
the possibility of resignation but has de- 
cided he will not quit the nation's highest 
office "under any circumstances." 


His strongest vow to date not to resign 


came in an interview with conservative 
columnist James J. Kilpatrick, pub- 
lished in today's Washington Star- 
News. 


Nixon told Kilpatrick he would not sur- 


render his office even temporar i ly to Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford under the.25th 
Amendment. 


If the House of Representatives votes 


impeachment, Nixon said he would ac- 
cept the verdict "with good grace" and 
then defend himself to the very end before 
the Senate." 


Nixon's release of edited transcripts of 


private Watergate conversations twc 
weeks ago led to demands —including 
some from leaders of his own party-that 
he consider resigning. 


The House Judiciary Committee began 


hearing evidence on Nixon's possible im- 
peachment last Thursday. 


The committee eventually will submit 


its recommendations to the full House, 
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which then would decide by majority vote 
whether Nixon should be impeached. 


If the"House votes for impeachment, the 


Senate would then conduct a trial on the 
House charges, with a two-thirds vote 
needed for conviction and removal from 
office. 


Kilpatrick said that he spent one hour, 


20 minutes with the President in his Oval 
Office Tuesday in a session he described 
as "more of a monologue than an inter- 
view." 


Besides pledging not to resign, Nixon 


made these disclosures: 


-During his 1968 campaign for the 


WTiite House, "there was not only surveil 
lance by the FBI, but bugging by the FBI. 
and (J. Edgar) Hoover told me that my 
plane in the last twoweeks wasbugged. 


-All of his Cabinet members except 


one —then Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nally -opposed his "loneliest decision of 
all" to resume bombing of the Hanoi Hai- 
phong areas of North Vietnam in Decem- 
ber 1972. 


-He be! ieves' 'we had no choice" but to 


make public the edited transcripts, and 
said he sees no reason to permit tech- 
nicians to examine the tapes because 


"we've already done that." 


Several times in the 3,000 word article 


distributed by the Washington Star Syn- 
dicate Inc. Kilpatrick quoted Nixon as re- 
jecting calls for him to step down rather 
than face impeachment process. 


"I would have to rule out resignation. 


And I would have to rule out the rather 
fatuous suggestion that I take the 25th 
Amendment and just step out and have 
Vice President Ford step in for a while," 
Nixon said. 


"If the House should vote an impeach- 


ment, and we go to trial by the Senate, of 
course I would follow that course," Nixon 
was quoted as saying. "It would be im- 
mensely time-consuming, but I could do 
it and I would do it for reasons that are not 
-what do you call it —those of a toreador 
in the ring, trying to prove himself, but I 
would do it because I have given long 
thought to what is best for the country, 
our system of government and theConsti- 
tutional process." 


In giving the reasons for his decision 


not to resign, Nixon said that to do so 
would fatally weaken future presidents. 


"The United States holds the key as to 


whether peace survives and to whether 


freedom survives," Nixon said. 


He said, "That demands a strong 


United States —strong militarily, strong 
economically, and strong in thecharacter 
of its people, a people with a sense of vi- 
sion, not turning inward and tearing each 
other apart and not becoming soft as they 
become rich. 


"But it also requires, whoever may be 


in this office, a strong president. I will 
never leave this office in a way which re- 
signing would be, or failing to fight im- 
peachment would be, that would make it 
more difficult for future presidents to 
make the tough decisions." 


In the session with Kilpatrick, his first 


one-on-one meeting with a newsman 
since Saul Pen of The Associated Press 
interviewed him in January 1973 Nixon 
declared "I am not guilty of any offense 
under the Constitution that is called an 
impeachable offense." 


Knowing that, Nixon said, it would be a 


mistake to resign simply because of sag- 
ging popularity in the polls and criticism 
from members of Congress. 


A president "must do what is right, 


whatever the public opinion may be at the 
moment," Nixon said, adding that unless 


! 


the nation has strong presidents for the 
next 25 years "the chance for peace and 
freedom to survive in the world is down 
the tube. That's the reason I won't re- 
sign." 


The President repeated his vow later in 


the interview: 


"I will not resign, and I will of course 


present the case on impeachment before 
the House as effectively as we can. I shall 
accept the verdict in good grace but I 
know that the United States of America 
means something in the world today not 
just because of its military and economic 
strength but because it has stability in its 
leadership. 


"Resignation or impeachment would 


have the traumatic effect of destroying 
that sense of stability and leadership. 
And as far as this particular president is 
concerned, I will not be a party under any 
circumstances to any action which would 
set that kind of precedent." 


Some Republicans in Congress have 


recommended that Nixon invoke the 25th 
Amendment which provides for the vice 
president to take over as chief executive 
should the president be unable to carry 
out the duties of his office.

Nixon said taking temporary refuge in 


the amendment's provisions is a "rather 
fatuous suggestion" advanced by people 
who "do not know what is going on in the 
world." 


He said foreign policy is made by heads 


of state, not by lesser "officials, adding: 
"I have to be here, and I intend to be 
here." 


A gap would be created, Nixon contin- 


ued, if he were to say "well, I've been im- 
peached by the House and I'll just step 
aside and somebody else will step in." 


That, Nixon declared, 
"would be 


wrong." 


Kilpatrick, a long-time Nixon sup- 


porter but who in the past has been some- 
tirrrs sharply critical of Nixon's Water- 
gate role, said Nixon "got in a few mild 
licksat the 'ultra-liberal' press." But Kil- 
patrick did not elaborate in today's ar- 
ticle. 


He wrote that the President "looked 


well and strong" and that Nixon said that 
he sleeps '"as well as anybody at this age 
sleeps.'" 


The columnist added that "it seemed 


evident that the President has lost the

;Well, let's see if we can't do 
something about your nerves. The high 
Mood Dres<;ure doesn't ran^p thorn it-'c 
the other way around, nervous tension 
adds to your blood pressure. 


However, 1 would suspect your 


worries over your blood pressure enter 
into that endless circle. But although 
you are worrying, obviously, it is still 
better to know that your blood pressure 
needs to be brought under control than 
not to know it. Too many people, not 
knowing that their pressure is excessive 
and hence not doing anything about it, 
pay the price of the illnesses and 
disasters that can follow later. 


So first of all I suggest this: Keep in 


mind that you are getting treatment. 
Your doctor doubtless wants to keep 
n^v-t.

periodically, and when your medication 
has had time to bring some results, a 


lowering of your pressure should reas- 
sure you. 


With that reassurance, your nerves 


will settle down and that in turn will 
help that much more in controlling vour 
pressure. 


Meantime, tranquilizers once or twice 


a day to relax you and help you get a 
decent night's sleep also will be helping 
you.

seems to be generally known. The pests, 
which can and do get into the vagina, 
come out at night to lay eggs. 


Trapping some on a scrap of tape is 


helpful 
because 
your doctor can 


examine them and see whether they 
really are pinworms. Next step, of 
course, is to have him 
prescribe 


medication to get rid of the critters.

New weapon is needed 
for nuclear standoff

secret but intense White House pres- 
sure, the Pentagon is now moving cau- 
tiously into a new strategic weapons 
system that may prove to be a lever 
against Moscow's menacing drive to 
MIRV its entire long-range missile 
force. 


The contemplated new system is 


called the stand-off option: a fleet of 
U.S. bombers or wide-bodied commer- 
cial aircraft armed with long-range 
missiles and capable of circling the 
Soviet Union at a distance of 1.500 to 
3,000 miles. 


Since Moscow could not begin to 


match this new system in the foreseea- 
ble future, it hopefully would be com- 
pelled to agree to the real aim of 
President Nixon's quest for a new stra- 
tegic 
arms 
limitation 
(SALT) 


agreement with Moscow. That goal: 
Soviet agreement to limit MIRVmg its 
missiles-that is, putting from 3 to 8 
independently-targeted warheads on a 
single missile. 


What makes this so important is the 


vastly superior thrust or power (throw 
weight) of Soviet missile launchers. 


Once Moscow catches up with U.S. 
MIRVing technology, this throw-weight 
advantage could make the land-based 
Soviet long-range missile force far 
superior to the U.S. force-a dangerous 
new element in super-power politics. 


There is today no arms expert in the 


administration, including Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger's closest ad- 
visers, still nourishing the illusion that 
Moscow will agree to any meaningful 
MIRV limitation without something 
new added to U.S. bargaining power. 


option. 


When Elliot Richardson was ending 


his brief stint as Secretary of Defense 
one year ago, he ordered Air Force 
studies on converting the wide-bodied 
Lockheed 1011, the Douglas DC-10 and 
the Boeing 747 into flying launching 
platforms, each armed with a single 
ballistic missile. But intense resistance 
from the Air Force and the civilian high 
command, including Deputy Secretary 
of Defense William P. Clements, Jr., 
prevailed. In the words of one high-level 
presidential adviser, the Air Force was 
"scared to death this might doom their 


new B-l bomber program."

including them in home activities, and 
providing transportation if needed, she 
said. 


And like family members, guests 


should be allowed to have friends or 
relatives visit them. 


Other responsibilities include provid- 


ing guests with adequate meals, doing 
their laundry, and seeing that they take 
any required medication. However, 
sponsors are not liable for any medical 
expenses or injuries. 


Either the guest or the social services 


department provides for the guest's 
medical expenses or other personal 
needs. 


O'Brien said sponsors should not feel 


that having a guest in the home is a 
permanent commitment that cannot be 
broken. When a sponsor feels that he 
can no longer care for his guest, other 
arrangements can be made. 


Basically, the sponsor must like

No federal agency has the authority to 


inspect foreign dairy farms of facilities 
at the present time Froehhch's bill, if 
enacted, would establish specific sani- 
tarv stfinrlgrHc fnr thp hanfjltno gnrl 
production of mi'k and milk products 
produced abroad for sale in the United 
States It would also create a system 
whereby the United States could moni- 
tor dairy production abroad to ensure 
that these standards are enforced, 
similar to the system now in existence 
for monitoring the production and 
packing of imported meat products 


The U S system for guaranteeing the 


quality of domestic dairy products is 
two-fold 
l)Farms and facilities are 


subject to state and local sanitation

Monday night unanimously approved a 
set of four objectives members will 
attempt to reach. 


Improving evaluation of administra- 


tive and teaching staff is the first ob- 
jective. That will be reached, according 
to the written objectives, by observing 
classroom supervision and teaching 
processes and by developing quarterly 
evaluation of administrators with writ- 
ten reports of findings to the board. 


The second objective calls for build- 


ing open communications at all levels 
inside the school system and the com- 
munity. Methods include revamping the 
administration's newsletter, increasing 
board participation in public relations, 
involving the public and encouraging 
feedback. 


Reviewing and upgrading curriculum 


is the third objective. The focus will be 
_on English (reading, writing and 
speaking), especially at the junior and 


„ senior high school levels. 


The final objective calls for setting 


cost standards 
and improving the 


accounting system on supplies and 
books. Consumption of software and 
hardware will be cut by 10 per cent if 
the objective is reached. That objective 
will be-preceded by a year in which 
administrators will determine from 
what standard level the 10 per cent 
consumption cit can be made. 


In other matters, the number of 


students found to need special educa- 
tional efforts continues to increase, and 
Dick Jokella, school psychologist, 
reminded the board that the district will 
have to come up with more facilities 
and staff in the near future. 


Jokelia discussed the priorities to 


keep in mind in implementing Chapter 
89 programs, which require all state 
school districts to provide "main- 
stream" programs for students with 
special needs 


He said the top priority for the Kim- 


berly district should be a program for 
educable mentally retarded (EMR) 
students. He said eight of those students 
are not receiving special educational 
"efforts, and eight others are being 
bused to Little Chute to share in a 
program there. There has been much 
reluctance on the part of students to 
attend the Little Chute program, 
Jokella said, largely because they don't 
want to be set apart from the school 
system. 


A school district the size of Kim- 


berly's should have its own EMR 
program, Jokella said. He recommend- 
ed setting up a classroom in Westside 
School, and another one at either Jans- 
sen or Ryan schools. 


Besides the eight EMR students not 


now receiving help, Jokella said there 
are 10 district students with emotional 
disturbances and 14 with learning 
disabilities who are not receiving any 
special education. He said there will be 
more and more added to that list as 
more students are testesd. 


Jokella predicted that three addi- 


tional teachers will have to be hired by 
the Kimberly board of education in the 
next year and a half to meet the eeds of 
Chapter 89 programs. He said the 
second priority of the board, after 
EMR, 
should be to provide programs 


for the junior high school students with 
learning difficulties. 


The board also voted to hire Bob 


Phillips of Kimberly as the board's 
official engineer for the physical 
education facilities project. He will be 
paid at a rate of 6 1/2 per cent of the 
total bid price of the project 


Ed Wulgaert, junior high school as- 


sistant principal, reported on the school 
district's safety program. Wulgaert was 
told the portion of safety policy affect- 
ing the board would be completed by 
the next meeting, and a safety advisory 


committee of school and rtonschool 
members 
would be formed and 


approved at the next meeting. Supt. Ray 
Hamann was instructed to explore the 
possibility of having a safety coordina- 
tor hired through Cooperative Educa- 
tional Service Agency (CESA) to serve 
several area school districts and keep 
the cost at a minimum.

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Truckers' 
radio net 
expanding

MILWAUKEE (AP)-The junkman sat 


back in his truck seat, picked up a 
microphone and sent his message out to 
fellow truck drivers along Interstate 94 
south of Milwaukee. 


"Breaker, breaker, any breaker 


southbound on 1-94." 


Soon other drivers were respounding, 


describing the location of two "Smoky 
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advising that the "chicken coop" or 
roadside weight station was closed. 


"That's how it works, explained Gary 


E. Voigt, 31, president of an Appleton 
firm which runs four owner-operated 
rigs. 


"I haul used auto parts, so they call me 


the Junkman," he said, adding that 
other drivers are known by call names 
such as Red Baron, Green Giant, Buck 
Buck and Copper Lady. 


Voigt said the exchange of informa- 


tion was typical of an informal com- 
munications system which now connects 
as many as 80 per cent of the truckers 
traveling the nation's major routes. 


But he said the citizen band radios 


found in the majority of truck cabs are 
also used for immediate relay of 
accident reports, hazardous road 
conditions and other information to law 
enforcement officers. 


The radios used by the truckers cost 


about $200, and each operator must be 
licensed by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission which monitors and 
controls traffic on the airwaves. 


A radio salesman said the units are in 


short supply, partly due to the increase 
in use by truckers. 


While few trucks were equipped with 


radios two years ago, Voigt estimated 
that about eight of 10 trucks now have 
"rabbit ears", the term used to describe 
the antennae mounted on truck cabs. 


He said the strike by independent 


truckers helped boost radio sales and 
extended the radio network considera- 
bly. 


Officials of the Wisconsin State Patrol 


are aware of the widespread truck radio 
network, but are still weighing possible 
responses to the situation. 


John Schoenick, chief of planning for 


the patrol, said unofficial surveys on 
various main routes found 70-80 per cent 
of the trucks were equipped with the 
radios. 


He also said some officers have been 


monitoring the truckers' network after 
receiving permission to install their own 
citizen band radios in patrol cars. 


A committee of patrol officials is 


considering whether to recommend that 
all patrol cars be equipped with such 
radios in addition to the normal police 
radio, he added. 


Schoenick said the network could be a 


tremendous help to the patrol, as long as 
the truckers did not take advantage of it. 


As for the content of the radio mes- 


sages, patrol officials said it is the 
responsibility of the FCC. 


Voigt said the network serves as an 


extension of the patrol, especially in 
deserted areas or at times when few 
other vehicles are on the road. 


"We're their eyes. We're out there. If 


we see something we're going to report 
it," he said. 


Voigt cited examples of truckers 


alerting each other of accident sites, 
providing the patrol with word of 
stopped vehicles and even tipping 
officers after seeing a drunken driver 
weaving along the roadway. 


He said the network allows drivers to 


control their own speeds and drive under 
safer conditions. 


When he has radio contact with 


another driver several miles behind 
him, "I'll watch his frort door and he'll 
watch my back door," each alerting the 
other driver of approaching hazards, 
Voigt said. 


The radioed messages, filled with 


coded chatter and greetings, help relieve 
the monotony of driving, he added. 


They can even aid a driver nutri- 


tionally. 


"My wife's got a radio at home," he 


said. "When I get within 40 miles or so 
I can give her a call and supper's ready 
when I get home."

Towns don't 
act on bids to 
block landfill 


Youths to try Ray's 'game plan'

GRAND CHUTE - Opponents of 


proposed Outagamie County shredder 
landfill sites gathered in the town hall in 
a joint Grand Chute-Center board meet- 
ing Wednesday night to* express their 
opposition, but no joint board resolution 
was passed, nor was there any indication 
that joint action was planned. 


However, both towns' representatives 


on the boards and on the county board 
expressed opposition to the sites, as did a 
number of the more than 30 residents in 
the area of the proposed sites who at- 
tended the meeting. 


The residents, who managed to con- 


vince the Grand Chute Board last week to 
adopt an opposition resolution, are 
taking their case to the county board's 
zoning committee tonight. That commit- 
tee has the responsibility of coming up 
with an acceptable site recommendation 
by the time the county's solid waste 
shredding machine is operating this 
summer. 


County Board Supv. Joseph Kasparek, 


chairman of the zoning committee, as- 
sured the group that the committee still 
was considering any alternatives, 
although he implored the residents to 
realize the pressures the committee 
faced, including changing and complex 
state Department of Natural Resources 
regulations. 


Frank Charlesworth, director of com- 


munity services for the county, told the 
group the county simply has been unable 
to find any other acceptable sites, 
although the county apparently is talking 
to Kaukauna and Appleton about possi- 
ble sites. 


The county has to be concerned with 


environmental 
safety, 
reasonable 


hauling distance, availability of land and 
alternative use when filled, in selecting a 
site, he said. 


Complaining 
residents were par- 


ticularly swayed by arguments by 
Charlesworth, Richard Fedler, of 
Donohue and Associates, Sheboygan en- 
gineering firm helping the county find a 
site, and Kenneth Hartz, manager of 
solid waste control division of Allis- 
Chalmers, the firm providing the 
shredder. 


Hartz said the shredded waste was less 


offensive, without health hazards, more 
stable and in a reduced volume, com- 
pared with normal solid waste, and 
Fedler said the engineers were covering 
all avenues of concern in analyzing sites 
to assure safety and suitability. 


The two sites being considered are a 


30-acre gravel pit on Broadway Drive 
east of French Road and an 80-acre farm 
on Broadway just west of'Meade Road. 
The county doesn't have options on 
either, but a real estate firm has an op- 
tion expiring in June on the farm site. 


As county Supvs. Harold Miller, 


George Kroes and John Hennessy 
expressed opposition to the sites, Miller 
suggested that the Center and Grand 
Chute boards adopt a joint resolution 
expressing opposition. But Grand Chute 
Chairman Ira Livingston adjourned the 
meeting, after re-expressing his own op- 
position to any other municipality's 
setting up a landfill site in Grand Chute. 


Hennessy based his opposition on his 


contention that the county might be • 
wasting its money to spend a large 
amount on one of the sites, and then in 
two or three years, the state would come 
in and implement its regional recycling 
program. The governor has on his desk a 
bill ready for signature, which he likes, 
that would set up a three-county program 
for Outagamie, Winnebago and Fond du 
Lac. 


That program probably won't be 


implemented for at least two years. 


Hennessy said the county should con- 


sider two other sites since it will proba- 
bly be a short-term situation. He 
proposed the Center landfill, now being 
used by Appleton, and the county airport 
property 


Told that the state Department of Na- 


tural Resources would force expensive 
daily covering of the Center site and the 
federal government would force .a grant 
repayment if non-airport use was made 
of the airport land, Hennessy responded 
that the county should challenge either 
or both of them. 


He said he didn't like the idea of a man 


sitting behind a chair in Madison dictat- 
ing to the county, adding, "We seldom 
challenge someone in Madison." He said 
he doubted that the federal government 
still adhered to the airport land use res- 
triction, but if it does, the county should • 
repay the grant 


Charlesworth said he didn't disagree 


with Hennessy about the desirability of 
the two alternatives, but he recognized 
the obstacles. 


Kasparek told the group the zoning 


committee intended to handle the land- 
fill decision in "the most fair way." He 
said the county was negotiating with 
Kaukauna and Appleton now, and he 
vowed the county will have a landfill site 
when the shredder is ready. 


Unhappy residents questioned the 


safety, desirability and selection method 
concerning the sites. Some noted that 
Madison's landfill had problem with 
blowing paper, although the experts had 
said there wouldn't be a nuisance 
problem. 


One of the most outspoken residents, 


Roy Valitchka II, route 3, Appleton, 
repeated concerns he had expressed to

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Chilton school board 
hears special report 
from FVTI director 


CHILTON -William Sirek, director of 


the Fox Valley Technical Institute, was 
a special guest of the board of education 
here Monday at its regular meeting. 


Sirek described the operation of the 


institute and told of its growth since its 
start in 1967. He noted that enrollment 
has increased from 10,000 students at 
first to 24,000 today, including 19,000 are 
part time students. 


During the past school year, there 


were 63 students enrolled from Chilton 
in full time courses, 42 in young adult 
farmer courses, 140 in part time even- 
ing school programs, and 12 had their 
tuition paid to other technical school 
because courses they wanted were not 
offered at FVTI. 


Sirek pointed out that Calumet County 


pays 5.96 per cent of the costs of the 
institute in taxes and receives 5.99 per 
cent of its services in return. 


He also noted that this investment 


produces a meaningful return for the 
community since technical .school 
students usually remain in their com- 
munities to live and to work. College 
students usually settle elsewhere after 
their graduation. 


Asked about acceptance of drop-outs, 


Sirek explained that about 14 per cent of 
FVTI students have not finished high 
school. The 16-year-old drop-out even- 
tually finds that he cannot get a job and 
decides he had better do something 


about it, Sirek said. "They then come to 
us. Sadly to say, 10 per cent of the high 
school drop-outs cannot read above the 
sixth grade level," he added. 


The FVTI program, he explained, 


includes a program started about five 
years ago to help improve reading skills 
to the point where students can learn to 
read and understand manuals. 


The board's action for the evening 


included approval of a resolution 
authorizing teachers who retired before 
the age of 65 to remain under the group 
hospital, surgical, major medical in- 
surance plan until they reach 65, as- 
suming payment of the premiums 
themselves.

Randall recounted. A director"on the 
board of the National Council on Aging, 
she has served as consultant to the New 
York State Legislature on problems of 
the aging and, in 1973, was named Senior 
Citizen of the Year for New York. 


"There is dawning a new era for older 


Americans," she said "The era won't 
always be rosy, but if utilized, it will 
allow realization of a full potential for 
living." 


She sees, she said, new dimensions 


that will "help us believe more in our- 
selves than we have been allowed to in 
the past " 


Miss Randall noted the growing 


numbers of older Americans —some 29 
million by the year 2000-and its growing 
strength in the polling place She spoke 
of the longer lives of more people and 
their new awareness "of ourselves that 
we can count as members of society w,tn 
new opportunities we haven't always 
had " 


Today's older Americans are the most 


individual group of people alive, past the 
need to conform, proved able to cope with 
change and varied experience The age 
span she noted, ranges from 50, "the 
young old, "to over 100, "the oldest old," 
a spread that indicates widely differing 
backgrounds 


In their diversity, she urged, must 


come the strength to achieve common 
and agreed upon goals that will serve 
society best 


To Miss Randall, "We seem to come 


together in areas of health services, 
housing and recreational opportuni- 
ties " 


Into the health services goal she 


ranked nutrition, exercise, "supportive 
gadgets," medical care, "in differing 
proportions at different stages " Much of 
the need for these services, she added, 
can be reduced by improved social ad- 
justment 


It isn't age that makes people talk to 


themseKes, it's because nobody will lis- 
ten, she declared The elderly don't lose a 
sense of time because of age, but because 
they don't have anything to do with the 
time 


What older people need most in hous- 


ing is choice, she continued, "not just 
here it is, take it or leave it " She spoke of 
"a quality of living suitable to the in- 
dividual " 


She talked of financial problems "The 


poor old haven't always been poor," she 
noted Elderly women are often the vic- 
tims of their status in the labor market 
The "new poor' are victims of inflation 
and the economy acting to reduce the 
buying power of the best planned re 
tirement incomes 


"Government decisions are being 


made for the saving of public dollars 
rather than helping human beings," 
Miss Randall warned "My own state is 


allocating more dollars to road paving 
and not a penny more for old people 
programs " 


But everybody hears a lot about the 


poverty of the elderly, mostly poverty of 
purse when a poverty of morale is more 
important, Miss Randall said She called 
for the clergy and the church to remsti- 
tute programs long since left to social 
workers. 


"The gift of life is what each of us must 


prize and use as we find the way. It is so 
precious, we can't be stingy with it." 


Miss Randall termed the volunteer 


programs, VISTA, RSVP and others, 
"the healthiest social development of the 
centufy. We've all heard ad nauseam 
about the old being the largest untapped 
resource It's certainly been untapped. 
These programs help that condition." 


She is "bored, bored, bored," she said, 


"with the new concern with death and 
dying The elderly never have feared 
death, only the too often long, lonely, 
painful process The greatest gift grant- 
ed to mankind is life itself."

There's no doubt about it. Each of us, 


unless the golden trumpet signals an 
early other world task, must face the 
"golden years."

Sept. 25 
in Kinshasha, Zaire. That's 9 p.m. Sept 
24, CDT. 


Each fighter is guaranteed 55 million, 


the biggest payoff in boxing history. 


Ali's slogan, "Float like a butterfly, 


sting like a bee," could be modified to 
include "and talk like a parrot" after 
Wednesday's one-man show. 


"I will win and bring punctuality back 


to boxing," said Ali, referring to the ab- 


sence of Foreman. Officials said the 
champion's failure to appear was due to a 
mixup in communicafor. 


"Foremanplaysacat-and-mousegame 


like a little child," added the former 
champion. "Wewill have no moreduckin' 
and dodgin'. That kills boxing." 


What can enliven boxing is this latest 


fight of the century, boasting Foreman, a 
bruising, awesome slugger, who has 
knocked out his last three opponents in 
less than five total rounds, and Ali, a 
fighter, whose main asset is speed, both 
of hand and foot. 


At 32, Ali has slowed a little, but only 


from the neck down. 


Ali called the champ a "dirty fighter" 


whose slugging power has been over- 
rated.

NEW YORK (AP) -John Hiller calls 


his 1971 heart attack "in many waysoneof 
the most fortunate things that could have 
happened to me." 


Hiller, the ace relief pitcher of the De- 


troit Tigers, was honored at a luncheon 
Wednesday by the American Heart Asso- 
ciation, which presented him with its 1974 
Heart of the Year Award "for his courage 
in meeting the personal challenge of 
heart attack ... and for his inspiring ex- 
ample to other heart attack victims." 


President Nixon won the award last 


year. Hiller is the first athlete to receive 
it. 


Hiller suffered his attack in January, 


1971, "while I was just sitting around eat- 
ing breakfast, doing nothing much at 
all, "he recalled. He was only27 years old 
at the time. 


Despite the disabling attack, he did not 


give up on his athletic career. He missed 
all of 1971 and most of 1972, but had the 
best year of his baseball career in 1973, 
winning 10 games and setting a major 


league record with 38 saves. 


He is off to another good year in 1974 


with a 5-2 record, and just hours after re- 
ceiving the Heart Association award he 
pitched the final 12-3 innings against the 
New York Yankees, preserving a 6-5 De- 
troit victory and earning his fifth save of 
the season. He has accounted for 10 of the 
Tigers' 16 triumphs so far this year. 


"Before my attack, I did just about ev- 


erything wrong," the 6foot-l left-hander 
said. "I weighed 220 pounds, I was smok- 
ing three packs of cigarettes a day-4 was 
not a very well-conditioned athlete. And 
what's more, I was putting extra pres- 
sure on myself every time I went into a 
ball game, because I didn't have enough 
confidence in myself. 


"Now I'm on a low fat diet and I weigh 


180 pounds. I've quit smoking. I make 
sure I get regular exerciseall year round.

Many times, patients enter hospitals 


for treatment of killer diseases without 
knowing what to expect. That's the 
reason the theme, "Get to Know Us 
Before you Need Us" was selected for 
National Hospital Week, currently be- 
ing observed by area hospitals 
tals. 


The number one killer, heart disease, 


is one of the best examples of treatment 
provided by hospitals. 


While research of heart disease goes on 


at major institutions across the country, 
Appleton area hospitals have developed 
a totally unique system to assist in the 
diagnosis and treatment of cardiovas- 
cular patients. 


The complete system contains a 


remote coronary monitoring system, an

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capability and direct telephone com- 
munication between the hospitals. The 
area hospitals, working in conjunction 
with the Wisconsin Telephone Co. and 
various equipment manufacturers, have 
designed the system to provide for car- 
diologist support to the communities 
where these specialist capabilities are 
limited. 


The Remote Coronary Monitoring Sys- 


tem was initiated by St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital in November, 1968, to serve five 
area hospitals: Community in New Lon- 
don; Clintonville Community; Calumet 
Memorial in Chilton; Riverside in 
Waupaca, and Kaukauna Community. 


These 
hospitals have 
bed 
size 


capabilities from 65 to 110 beds and are 
located 8 to 40 miles from Appleton. 


Restricted telephone linkage between 


the participating hospitals and St. 
Elizabeth connects dataphone sending 
and receiving terminals at the respective 
hospitals which convert the cardiac sig- 
nal into audio and visual patterns. The 
monitoring receiver is located in the new 
coronary care unit at St. Elizabeth and 
provides 24-hour monitoring service for 
critically ill patients at the area hospi- 
tals. 


Emergency signals are transmitted 


when the patient's heart rate exceeds 
either the upper or lower parameters 
established by the physicians. Per- 
manent record of the cardiac signals are 
made hourly and maintained at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, in addition to the 
transmitting hospital. 


Interpretations of cardiac patterns are 


done at least daily by the cardiologist 
associated with each case with medical 
record information going to both hospi- 
tals and the attending and consulting 
physicians. 


This additional capability for the area 


hospitals allows for specialized nursing 
consultation to be available 24 hours each 
day as an extension to their critical care 
nursing programs. In the more than five 
years the program has been in operation, 
the acute coronary mortality rate has 
been cut from 35 to 18 per cent. 


Area hospitals, however, began inves- 


tigating the possibility of an expanded 
system early in 1973. Physicians serving 
the outlying communities working with 
Appleton cardiologists isolated a need 
for transmission of electrocardiograms 
(ECG) so that interpretation could be 
made more quickly and the results com- 
municated to the hospitals in a more 
timely manner. 


Telephone company representatives 


were called in to study the potential for 
expanding the existing system from St. 
Elizabeth Hospital and combine with it 
not 
only 
the 
ECG 
transmission 


capability, but a voice system as well. 
Months of planning went into develop- 
ment of the concept termed totally 
unique in the country, according to 
telephone companay officials. 


Through cooperative planning efforts 


of 
the 
hospitals, 
physicians and 


telephone and equipment personnel, a 
transmission system for three-channel 
electrocardiograms via a restricted ac- 
cess telephone network was established. 


A central recorder for the system was 


installed at Appleton Memorial Hospital 
in the coronary care/intensive care unit 
to distribute effectively the workload in 
Appleton critical care units. lola Hospi- 
tal was also added to the network. 


This 
network 
was 
designed 
to 


complement the original system but ad- 
ded a vitally needed consulting service 
for increased quality of patient care at 
area hospitals. Operation of the system is 
relatively uncomplicated, but yields ex- 
ceptional results. 


A data sending unit is attached to the 


patient in any room of the sendirjg hospi- 


tal where telephone jacks enable acces- 
sibility to the system. The operator dials 
a special coded number which activates 
the transmission system to Memorial 
Hospital. 


The equipment does the transmission 


automatically and each ECG takes just 
10 seconds to transmit. Specially trained 
coronary care nurses are available im- 
mediately to determine whether an 
emergency situation exists. The "stat" 
call will result in immediate interpreta- 
tion of the ECG by a cardiologist and 
recommended treatment. 


Versatility in the system allows for 


direct voice communication between 
the hospitals within the restricted sys- 
tem. This allows the physician to talk 
directly with the hospital-based person- 


nel regarding each case if it is necessary. 
In addition, time for interpretation and 
return of the dictated medical record 
information has been cut from days to a 
single day, or hours, if indicated. 


Results of all transmitted ECG's for a 


single day are called back to the area 
hospitals routinely each afternoon or 
evening. 


More than 3,100 ECG's have been 


transmitted since the initial phase of the 
system was achieved between August 
and November of 1973. Although the sys- 
tem is designed for the transmission of 
monitoring of ECG transmission signals, 
total telephone flexibility has also been 
built into the system. This has further 
enhanced the consultation resources 
available to all hospitals on the network. 


Transmission system 


A transmission system for three-channel electrocardiograms, 
via a restricted access telephone network, has been es- 
tablished at Appleton Memorial Hospital. It was done 
through the cooperation of the area hospitals, physicians and 
telephone and equipment personnel.

Israelis 
retaliate 
in Lebanon 


Transcript overlooks vendetta 


MAALOT, Israel (AP) - Israeli jets 


bombed, rocketed and strafed seven refu- 
gee camps and guerrilla bases in south- 
ern Lebanon today, less than 24 hours af- 
ter the Maalot schoolboy?? massacre, th? 
Lebanese Defense Ministry said. 


There were no immediate reports of 


casualties. 


The latest Middle East violence raised 


fears that Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's-efforts to achieve a dise- 
ngagement of Syrian and Israeli forces on 
the Golan Heights front would be set back 
considerably. 


The Lebanese said a total of 36 Israeli 


jets took part in the raids and "were 
forced to flee by our antiaircraft fire." 
The Israeli command reported that its 
jets hit guerrilla positions near Sidon and 
Beirut, but that it was "purely a military 
operation" and refugee camps were not 
deliberately hit. 


Northern Israel was on the alert after 


security forces discovered another band 
of Arab guerrillas slipped across the 
Lebanese border during the night, Radio 
Israel said. All schools were closed to pre- 
vent any repetition of the massacre at 
Maalot on Wednesday, in which 20 Israeli 
schoolchildren were killed. 


Officials said the guerrillas cut the bar- 


bed-wire border fence near Manora, a 
small farm settlement on the western 
edge of the Israeli panhandle that juts up 
between Lebanon and Syria. 


In Beirut, the leader of the guerrilla 


group that claimed responsibility for the 
Maalot massacre vowed to struggle 
against Kissinger's peace mission "until 
the end." 


Nayef Hawatmeh, head of the Popular 


Democratic Front, told a news confer- 
ence that Kissinger was "serving mainly 
Israel and American interests in the 
Middle East. To put it bluntly, we will 


spare no effort to foil the Kissinger mis- 
sion." 


Kissinger flew to Syria from Israel to 


continue his efforts at achieving a dise- 
nopgomerH pact on the embattled Golan 
Heights front, but there were fears the 
latest escalation of violence in the Middle 
Eastwouldseverelyhinderhismission. 


In Maalot, helicopters lifted the last as- 


sault troops from the stricken hilltop 
town. Weeping villagers scrubbed blood 
from the schoolhouse floor. A 15year-old 
schoolboy named Yosef pounded his head 
with his fist and cried: "My friends were 
killed." 


It was night. The terrorist tragedy was 


over, and Israel mourned 25 dead —20 
Jewish children massacred in Maalot's 
school; a man, his wife and child mur- 
dered in their home; asoldierkilledinthe 
attack on the school: and an Arab woman 
shot in an ambush. 


There was grief, too, for the 74 


wounded, most of them children. 


Hours earlier, Israeli troops stormed 


the school where three Arab gunmen, ex- 
plosives hung from their belts, had held 
85 boys and girls hostage since dawn and 
theatened to blow them to pieces unless 
the Israeli government freed 23 impris- 
oned guerrillas. 


"All the children were killed by the ter- 


rorists," a military source said. "It was 
all over in a second. The Arabs started 
shooting the kids immediately after 
Israeli soldiers entered the building." 


The three gunmen died with their vic- 


tims. 


"I fell to the floor and my friends lay on 


top of me," said Yosef as he sat weeping in 
the Maalot clinic. "There was gunfire all 
over. I jumped out a window. But my 
friends were killed." 


As the boy talked, Premier Golda

"I'm going to ask that these hearings 


all be made public," said St. Clair, the 
President's chief Watergate lawyer, as 
he entered the hearing room.

The White House had released on April

W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., said, "I believe 
there are differences. But the differences 
are such that I am not clear in my own 
mind that failure to include the material 
was deliberate." 


Rep. Edward Mezvinsky, DIowa, said 


the tape gave "a much clearer picture — 
much more focused on the problem." 


The strongest reactions came from 


Reps. Robert Drinan, DMass., and Je- 
rome R. Waldie, D-Calif., both counted 
among the strongest advocates of im- 
peachment on the committee. 


Drinan described the tape as "much 


more damaging than the White House 
transcripts.... When you hear how they 
have been planning and plotting your 
worst suspicions are aroused." 


Waldie said, "Those concerned with 


shabbiness on the part of the President 
from the edited transcripts would have 
their concern enhanced considerably." 


Committee members also heard rele- 


vant portionsof the tapeof a June30,1972, 
meeting involving the President, Halde- 
man and former Atty.

The Post said that according to sources 


close to the impeachment inquiry, the 
omitted remarks show Nixon indicated 
his approval of plans to retaliate against 
the newspaper through legal challenges 
licenses of broadcast stations owned by 
The Post. 


"The rr.air. thing is The Post is gcing to 


have damnable, damnable problems out 
of this one," Nixon was reported to have 
said. 


The same quote was carried by CBS 


news, which said it had learned a full page 
of presidential 
conversations was 


omitted from White House transcripts re- 
leased two weeks ago. 


CBS said the transcripts show no omis- 


sion or gap in the dialogue to indicate the 
conversation had been deleted. 


Also, a report in The Boston Globe said 


an unedited transcript of the same con- 
versation quoted Nixon as discussing 
strong moves against Williams, who rep- 
resented the Democratic National Com- 
mittee in a suit following the Watergate 
break-in, as well as The Post. 


At the timeof the White House meeting, 


two television stations owned by the Post- 
Newsweek Stations Inc. were about to 
seek renewal of their licenses from the 
Federal Communications Commission. 


The Post's story said Nixon remarked: 


"They have a television station...and 
they're going to have to get it renewed." 
Haldeman reportedly added: "They've 


got a radio station, too." Nixon was 
quoted as replying: "Does that come up 
too?" 


Shortly after that, according to the Post 


account, Nixon said: "And it's going to be 
goddamn active here...Well, the game 
has to be played awfully rough." 


The President was said to have voiced 


the statements after being told by Dean 
that The Washington Post has "got a 
large team that they've assigned to do 
nothing but" investigate Watergate. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler, commenting on The Post story, 
called leaking of information from the 
tape "a total breach of the rules of the 
committee as set forth by the chairman 
and vice chairman in thei r opening state- 
ment and absolutely contrary to the sug- 
gestion that the House committee was in- 
voiveii in a fair uud disciplined 
proceedings." 


Ziegler said that although he was not 


familiar with discussions relating to the 
newspaper, "The Washington Post has 
not and in reality is not facing any threats 
from the administration." 


The Judiciary Committee obtained its 


tape of the conversation from special Wa- 
tergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. An 
edited version of it was included in the 
White House transcripts submitted to the 
impeachment panel and made public 
April 30 by President Nixon. 


The Globe said the version it obtained 


Wednesday contained far more informa- 
tion about the Williams matter than does 
the public version.

Antibusing 
amendment 
defeated 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Senate has 


defeated by the narrowest possible mar- 
gin an amendment seeking to end busing 
for school desegregation purposes. 


A 47-46 vote Wednesday turned back 


one of the strongest antibusing chal- 
lenges yet —an amendment by Sen. Ed- 
'ward J. Gurney, R-Fla., that was 
strongly backed by the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


The proposal would have put such tight 


limits on court busing orders as virtually 
to eliminate them. 


The Senate thus preserved its record of 


rejecting all such antibusing riders in the 
20 years since the Supreme Court's school * 
desegregation decision. 


The House has voted for them in recent 


years and attached an amendment identi- 
cal to Gurney's to the pending education 
bill when it acted on it in March. 


Thus the issue will be settled this year 


in the Senate-House conference on the 
legislation. 


Busing foes in the Senate also will get 


other chances before the bill finally is 
passed next Tuesday. 


For example, Republican Whip Robert 


P. Griffin of Michigan has announced he 
will try to substitute the entire House bill 
for the Senate measure in debate starting 
next Monday. 


But the civil rights forces insisted their 


victory was secure. They said that a ma- 
jority of Wednesday's absentees favored 
their position. 


The Gurney proposal was tabled and 


thus killed on a motion made by Sen. Ja- 
cob K. Javits, R-N.Y. 


Supporting this were33 Democrats and 


14 Republicans. Opposed were 20 Demo- 
crats and 26 Republicans. 


The Senate also rejected 55 to38 an anti- 


busing amendment of Sen. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., D-N'.C., to give parents complete 
freedom of choice in selecting a school for 
their children. 


But it adopted 56 to 36 an amendment of 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., to place a minor 
limitation on court busing orders. 


Under its terms, busing could not be 


ordered from one school district into an- 
other unless the court found that the dis- 
trict lines were drawn to maintain segre- 
gation or that racial discrimination was 
being practiced in both districts. 


The Gurney amendment would have 


fixed a policy that school assignments 
should be made on the basis of the neigh- 
borhood school. 


It would have required courts to use 


other remedies before busing and to limit 
all busing to the next closest school to the 
pupil's home. 


Italso would have permitted reopening 


of all previously decided busing cases and 
their redetermination on the basis of the 
new limitations. 


Gumey declared the great majority of 


Americans are opposed to forced busing 
and said it "has proved to be a miserable 
and disruptive failure on all counts." 


Nixon explains determination to stay in office 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon says he has given iong thought to 
the possibility of resignation but has de- 
cided he will not quit the nation's highest 
office "under any circumstances." 


His strongest vow to date not to resign 


came in an interview with conservative 
columnist James J. Kilpatrick, pub- 
lished in today's Washington Star- 
News. 


Nixon told Kilpatrick he would not sur- 


renderhis office even temporarily to Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford under the 25th 
Amendment. 


If the House of Representatives votes 


impeachment, Nixon said he would ac- 
cept the verdict "with good grace" and 
then defend himself to the very end before 
the Senate. 


Nixon's release of edited transcripts of 


private Watergate conversations twc 
weeks ago led to demands — including 
some from leaders of his own party —that 
he consider resigning. 


The House Judiciary Committee btgan 


hearing evidence on Nixon's possible im- 
peachment last Thursday. 


The committee eventually will submit 


its recommendations to the full House, 


which then would decide by major i ty vote 
whether Nixon should be impeached. 


If the*kmse votes for impeachment, the 


Senate would then conduct a trial on the 
House charges, with a two-thirds vote 
needed for conviction and removal from 
office. 


Kilpatrick said that he spent one hour, 


20 minutes with the President in his Oval 
Office Tuesday in a session he described 
as "more of a monologue than an inter- 
view." 


Besides pledging not to resign, Nixon 


made these disclosures: 


-During his 1968 campaign for the 


Whi te House, "there was not on!y survei 1 • 
lance by the FBI, but bugging by the FBI, 
and (J. Edgar) Hoover told me that my 
plane in the last two weeks was bugged. 


-All of his Cabinet members except 


one —then Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nally -opposed his "loneliest decision of 
all" to resume bombing of the Hanoi Hai- 
phong areas of North Vietnam in Decem- 
ber 1972. 


-He believes "we had no choice'' but to 


make public the edited transcripts, and 
said he sees no reason to permit tech- 
nicians to examine the tapes' because 


"we've already done that." 


Several times in the 3,000 word article 


distributed by the Washington Star Syn- 
dicate Inc. Kilpatrick quoted Nixon as re- 
jecting calls for him to step down rather 
than face impeachment process. 


"I would have to rule out resignation. 


And I would have to rule out the rather 
fatuous suggestion that I take the 25th 
Amendment and just step out and have 
Vice President Ford step in for a while," 
Nixon said. 


"If the House should vote an impeach- 


ment, and we go to trial by the Senate, of 
course I would follow that course," Nixon 
was quoted as saying. "It would be im- 
mensely time-consuming, but I could do 
it and I would do it for reasons that are not 
-what do you call it —those of a toreador 
in the ring, trying to prove himself, but I 
would do it because I have given long 
thought to what is best for the country, 
our system of government and the Consti- 
tutional process." 


In giving the reasons for his decision 


not to resign, Nixon said that to do so 
would fatally weaken future presidents. 


"The United States holds the key as to 


whether peace survives and to whether 


freedom survives," Nixon said. 


He said, "That demands a strong 


United States —strong militarily, strong 
economically, and strong in thecharacter 
of its people, a people with a sense of vi- 
sion, not turning inward and tearing each 
other apart and not becoming soft as they 
become rich. 


"But it also requires, whoever maybe 


in this office, a strong president. I will 
never leave this office in a way which re- 
signing would be, or failing to fight im- 
peachment would be, that would make it 
more difficult for future presidents to 
make the tough decisions." 


In the session with Kilpatrick, his first 


one-on-one meeting with a newsman 
since Saul Pett of The Associated Press 
interviewed him in January 1973 Nixon 
declared "I am not guilty of any offense 
under the Constitution that is called an 
impeachable offense." 


Knowing that, Nixon said, it would bea 


mistake to resign simply because of sag- 
ging popularity in the polls and criticism 
from members of Congress. 


A president "must do what is right, 


whatever the public opinion may be at the 
moment," Nixon said, adding that unless 


the nation has strong presidents for the 
next 25 years "the chance for peace and 
freedom to survive in the world is down 
the tube. That's the reason I won't re- 
sign." 


The President repeated his vow later in 


the interview: 


"I will not resign, and I will of course 


present the case on impeachment before 
the House as effectively as we can. I shall 
accept the verdict in good grace but I 
know that the United States of America 
means something in the world today not 
just because of its military and economic 
strength but because it has stability in its 
leadership. 


"Resignation or impeachment would 


have the traumatic effect of destroying 
that sense of stability and leadership. 
And as far as this particular president is 
concerned, I will not be a party under any 
circumstances to any action which would ' 
set that kind of precedent." 


Some Republicans in Congress have 


recommended that Nixon invoke the 25th 
Amendment which provides for the vice 
president to take over as chief executive 
should the president be unable to carry 
out the duties of his office. 


Nixon said taking temporary refuge in 


the amendment's provisions is a "rather 
fatuous suggestion" advanced by people 
who "do not know what is going on in the 
world." 


He said foreign policy is made by heads 


of state, not by lesser officials, adding: 
"I have to be here, and I intend to be 
here." 


A gap would be created, Nixon contin- 


ued, if he were to say "well, I've been im- 
peached by the House and I'll just step 
aside and somebody else will step in." 


That, Nixon declared, "would be 


wrong." 


Kilpatrick, a long-time Nixon sup- 


porter but who in the past has been some- 
times sharply critical of Nixon's Water- 
gate role, said Nixon "got in a few mild 
licksat the'ultra-liberal'press."But Kil- 
patrick did not elaborate in today's ar- 
ticle. 


He wrote that the President "looked 


well and strong" and that Nixon said that 
he sleeps '"as well as anybody at this age 
sleeps.'" 


The columnist added that "it seemed

inspection of imported dairy products. 


Obey said low-priced imports are un- 


dermining the domestic cheese in- 
dustry, and that cheese makers may 
even run out of cash with which to pay 
their employes. 


"They don't know how they are going 


to move a dollar's worth," the northern 
vViscunbiu congressman said. 


Obey said he and Nelson feel the 


government should provide economic 
support by purchasing unsold dairy 
products, possibly for use by the mili- 
tary services or by school lunch 
programs. 


Religious groups

ganizations may discriminate on the 
basisof creed, sex, race, ageorhandicap, 
the slate Industry, Labor and Human Re- 
lations Commission ruled Wednesday. 


The commission said it has no jurisdic- 


tion in a complaint by Susan L. Eyre of 
Milwaukee, who had accused St." Ber- 
nard's School of Wauwatosa of refusing to 
hireherbecauseof her religious beliefs. 


The Wisconsin Fair Employment Act, 


the commission said, exempts religious 
organizations, not only from discriminat- 
ing on the basis of creed but from all pro- 
visions of the law. 


The law, the commission said, has "a 


broad exemption, permitting any reli- 
gious association not organized for pri- 
vate profit, to engage in discrimination, 
not only on the basis of religion or creed 
but also on the basis of race, color, sex, 
national origin, ancestry, age and handi- 
cap." 


The opinion in favor of the Roman Cath- 


olic school survived on a 2-1 vote, sup- 
ported by commissioners Philip Lerman 
and William Johnson and opposed by 
commissioner John Zinos. 


"Although we might, asa matterof pol- 


icy, prefer the approach" of the federal 
government's

relaxed 
attitude 


toward discrimination, "our duty is to in- 
terpret and enforce the act, not to amend 
it," Lerman and Johnson said. 


"Any other result must be achieved 


through legislative amendment, not ad- 
ministrative fiat," they reasoned. 


Zinos argued the legislature intended 


the commission "to liberally construe the 
statute in order toencourageandtofoster 
to the fullest extent particable the em- 
ployment of all properly qualified per- 
sons." 


"Undoubtedly, a parochial school has a 


religious purpose for its founding and or- 
ganization." he said. "But a parochial 
school has another equally important 
purpose: an educational purpose."

"Since the promotion of certain reli- 


gious ideals is not the (school's) sole pur-
